written long ago, but here it is, 
finally. You will, 1 am swe, 
understand if I bring up some 
things that were discussed even 
a couple of weeks back. 

First of, 1 would like to say 
that 1 agree with those who feel 
that it is-wrong of the DAILY 
to demand certain things of the 
Soviet Union, or of any govern- 
ment other than our own. 

Certainly criticism is neces- 
sarv—perhaps criticism of the 
Soviet Union is more important 
for us in the U. S. than for them 
~but a couple of the editorials 
seemed to me to be arrogant. 
We know that there was no off- 
cial policy of anti-Semitism, for 
one thing, at anv time. in. the 
U.S.S.R. The practices of some 
individuals, or even = an_ or- 
ganized clique; do not make an 
official government policy. The 
tragedy lay in the fact that there 


were apparently ' inadequate 
brakes applied (or unapplied) 
and that it took so long to un- 
cover the mess. | 

The question of the purges of 
the °30's still appears very con- 
fused to me, and so I can't say 
much about it. 

The verv positive things that 
came out for me were mainly 
two: The strength of the Soviet 
Union in freely admitting its 
errors to the world and setting 
about correcting them, and the 
fact that I will be Very caretul 
hereafter in whatever I take for 
granted, which, needless to say, 
wont be much. 

As for Stalin, Foster pointed 
out that he was never a betrayer 
of Socialism. He was a human 
being who made many errors, as 
too many of us were prone to 
forget. Again. the misfortune 
was the Jack of criticism and 
ability to put an end to his er- 
rant wavs. 

Changing the subject only 
slightly, L wish to say that I bave 
rediscovered Lloward Fast these 
last few months. He has emerged 
as a thinker*and literary critic 
of the first order, and it may be 
that his criticism is developin 
into a more important aspect of 
his work than his novels—which 
of course is not to take away 
from them. I read every column 
of his with great interest (he's 
taken me away from the Sports 
Page as imy first column), and 
find alwavs something of inter- 
est, insight and importance.

enough. 

It'scems sclf-evident that the $900 million which we 
spent on arms abroad, during the six mionths ended Dec.

NEVER TOO EARLY 

SINCE THI STATE Legislature doesnt meet again 
Hl January, it might appear a bit early for chairman 
Charles Abrams to renew the drive for expanded powers 
lor his State Commission Against) Discrimination. 

Abrams opened up on this at the conference of SCAD 
Community Councils Monday. The conference was attend- 
ed by a thousand Jabor, civic, political and religious lead- 
ers. The SCAD chairman noted that the problem of bias 
has assumed new dimensions in New York these past 15 
years, with the Negro population almost doubling and the 
Puerto Rican people increasing manifold. 

After several years of futile effort, liowever, it is ob- 
vious that only a sustained. popular, state-wide drive of 
major proportions will force GOP state legislative leaders 
lo give SCAD the power and money to do an effective job. 
For this, it is not too early to get going. 

It was good to see trade union leaders well represent- 
ed at the conference. Labor played a major part in getting 
the law setting up SCAD passed in 1945. But once it was 
set up, neither the labor movement nor Negro organiza- 
tions seem to have made the systematic use of it possible 
even under its limitations. . 

We necd to enlarge the drive to press the next session 
of the Legislature to give SCAD the power and money 
it needs to do a really effective job. But meanwhile, even 
with the present set-up, 
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YOU PROBABLY know more 
of Dublin, Ireland, than of 
Dublin, Georgia. But you should 
know a little about the Jatter 
because there are many such 
“Dublins” below the Mason and 
Dixon Line. Jn Dublin, Ga.. 
the mayor and council enacted 
an ordinance that requires union 
organizers to: 

1. Reside in Dublin for five 
years in order to qualify for a 
license to organize. 

2. To pay $2,500 license fee 
for the privilege of organizing, 
with the mayor and council the 
sole arbiters on the issuance of 
such licenses, 

3. To take an oath that they 
do. not favor the overthrow of 
segregation laws. 

4. To swear that the union for 
which they are organizing will 
not spend any money for causes 
that encourage violation of se- 
gregation laws or for what the 
towns elders may class as 
“Communist activities.” 

The AFL-CIO News, noting 
this latest town to join the par- 
ade, observes this is an ordi- 
nance to protect from organiza: 
tion the J. P. Stevens woolen 
and worsted mill, a mattress 
plant and several woodworking 
plants, all unorganized. The ac- 
tion came after a meeting of the 
Laurens County Citizens Coun- 
cil,

AT THE RECENT legisla- 
tive conference of Building 
Trades unions in Washington, I 
heard many. delegates tell of 
towns in southern states, notably 
in Georgia, where similar fan- 
tastic license fees and “loyalty” 
oaths are required from. persons 
who seek a right to organize or 
represent workers.

recent Supreme Court decision 
on the Steve Nelson case reaf- 
firms the principle that a Fed- 
eral law in tlie same field takes 
priority.
